Rabbi's  Desk 


The  tragic  situation  pertaining  in  Israel  at 
the  present  time  brings  great  pain  to  all  of 
us  who  had  hoped  for  a  better  under¬ 
standing  between  Jews  and  Arabs. 

It  may  be  a  relief  from  the  awful  present 
to  reflect  on  a  more  pleasant  past,  for  it  may 
not  be  generally  realized  just  how  close  even 
the  Ashkenazi  Jews  were  to  the  Palestinian 
Arabs. 

A  vivid  picture  of  the  language  position  in 
the  old  Yishuv  is  given  by  Abraham  Frumkin,  a 
native  of  Jerusalem  (bom  in  1873;  died  in  New 
York  in  1940),  who  in  his  youth  immigrated  to

London  and  was  among  the  pioneers  of  the 
Socialist  movement  in  England  and  the  United 
States.  The  following  is  from  his  vividly  written 
memoirs  of  the  Jerusalem  of  the  seventies  of 
the  19th  Century:  (See  Arabic  Elements  in 
Palestinian  Yiddish  by  Mordecai  Kosover, 
Rubin  Mass,  Publisher,  Jerusalem). 

“Yiddish  was  the  spoken  language  in  our 
house.  The  occasion  to  speak  Hebrew,  or  as  it 
was  called  “Losn  koydes”  bLeshon  kodesh] 
was  seldom  at  hand.  It  was  used  only  when 


there  was  need  to  interrupt  one’s  prayers... or 
when  one  had  to  carry  on  a  conversation  with 
a  Sephardi,  not  knowing  his  language:  Spany- 
olish.  At  any  rate,  everyone  in  our  house,  both 
great  and  small,  spoke  a  fluent  and  idiomatic 
Yiddish.” 

“In  addition,  I  know  one  more  language: 
Arabic,  which  I  spoke  very  fluently  while  still  a 
child.  I  acquired  it  without  the  slightest  effort

on  my  part.  We  spent  part  of  our  life  in  the 
street;  we  mingled  with  Arabs,  dealt  with 
them.  The  times  were  different  then.  No  one 
yet  knew  of  an  Arab-Jewish  problem... peace 
prevailed  among  Arabs  and  Jews.  For  several 
years,  we  lived  in  a  house  the  window  of 
which  overlooked  the  courtyard  of  the  then 
“Mufti”  [of  Jerusalem],  Our  Arab  neighbors 
would,  at  times,  pay  us  a  visit  and  were  our 
guests,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion,  I  vis¬ 
ited  them.” 

Supporting  testimony  to  the  knowledge  of 
Arabic  among  Ashkenazim  is  offered  by  anoth¬ 
er  native  of  Jerusalem,  Ephraim  Cohen-Reiss,  at 
one  time  a  leading  figure  in  Jewish  secular  edu¬ 
cation  in  Palestine  and  especially  in  Jerusalem, 
where  he  was  principal  of  the  “Lemel  School.” 
“Still  another  advantage,”  he  writes  in  his  mem¬ 
oirs,  “had  R.  Raphael,  the  ‘dayyan’  [religious 
judge]  in  that  he  spoke  Arabic  fluently  and  the 
Arab  citizens  showed  him  their  friendship.  The 
Ashkenazi  Jews  of  Safed  generally  spoke  Ara¬ 
bic  far  better  than  the  Jews  of  Jerusalem, 
because  the  settlement  in  Safed  was  older. 
Even  in  their  way  of  living,  as  well  as  in  their 
attire,  they  were  closer  to  Arabs.” 

I  do  not  think  that  this  kind  of  closeness 
and  mutual  respect  is  possible  in  today’s  cli¬ 
mate,  but  it  is  somewhat  comforting  to  reflect 
on  what  could  be.

saved  by  the  U.S.  Government  during  WW  II. 
During  the  war  and  Holocaust,  Ruth  Gruber 
was  sent  on  a  secret  mission  by  President  Roo¬ 
sevelt  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  save 
1000  refugees. 

Her  best-selling  book,  Raquela:  A 
Woman  of  Israel ,  the  story  of  a  Hadassah 
nurse-midwife,  won  the  National  Jewish  Book 
Award  as  the  best  book  on  Israel  in  1978,  and 
the  documentary  in  which  she  and  her  photos 
play  a  major  role,  called  “The  Long  Way 
Home,”  won  the  Oscar  in  1998  as  the  best 
Documentary  Feature. 

At  age  23,  she  became  the  first  foreign 
correspondent — male  or  female — to  enter  the 
Soviet  Arctic  and  the  Gulag  in  the  time  of  Stal¬ 
in,  wrhile  in  1948,  she  covered  Israel’s  War  of 
Independence,  traveling  with  the  Israeli  army 
as  it  defeated  the  Arab  states.  For  her  book, 
Rescue:  The  Exodus  of  the  Ethiopian  Jews , 
1987,  she  was  the  only  correspondent  allowed 
to  participate  in  “Operation  Moses.” 

Ruth  Gruber  has  received  numerous 
awards,  including  the  Yom  Hashoa  National 
Leadership  Award  from  the  Simon  Wiesenthal 
Center  in  1997  for  her  “outstanding  services 
rendered  to  the  Jewish  people”,  and  the  Life¬ 
time  Achievement  Award  by  the  American 
Society  of  Journalists  and  Authors. 

This  year,  she  received  two  Doctor  of 
Humane  Letters,  honoris  causa ,  degrees  from 
the  Hebrew  Union  College-Jewish  Institute  of 
Religion  and  from  the  Spertus  Institute  of  Jew¬ 
ish  Letters  in  Chicago. 

She  lives  in  New  York  City  and  is  the 
mother  of  two  and  the  grandmother  of  four.

Book  of  the  Month: 

S.  Y.  Agnon’s,  Only  Yesterday ,  Princeton 
University  Press,  2000. 

Never  before  available  in  English,  a  mas¬ 
terpiece  of  the  picaresque  by  the  Nobel  laure¬ 
ate  who  is  arguably  the  greatest  novelist  in 
modem  Hebrew.  Fifty-five  years  after  this  epic 
tale’s  initial  publication,  Harshav  provides  an 
eloquent  translation,  successfully  capturing 
Agnon’s  carefully  nuanced  and  bitter  humor. 
A  nonentity,  a  schlemiel  named  Isaac  Kumer, 
arrives  in  Palestine  as  one  of  the  dreamy-eyed 
pioneers  of  the  Second  Aliyah,  the  wave  of 
Jewish  immigrants  who,  impelled  by  Zionist 
rhetoric,  came  to  the  barren  precincts  of  the 
Holy  Land  late  in  the  first  decade  of  the  20th 
century.  Isaac,  like  his  fellows,  wants  to  work 
the  land,  to  walk  behind  a  plow  making  a 
desert  blossom.  But  the  hapless,  feckless 
young  Galician  ends  up  as  an  itinerant  sign 
painter  instead.  Over  the  course  of  the  novel, 
he  drifts  between  women,  ideologies,  and 
influences,  a  sort  of  filial  figure  “adopted”  by 
an  entire  range  of  Zionists,  would-be  social¬ 
ists,  and  rabbis  Orthodox  and  un-,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  extraordinary  Sonya,  who  introduces 
him  to  love  and  loss.  Then  Kumer,  a  holy  fool 
of  sorts,  engages  in  a  single  act  of  childish 
horseplay,  painting  the  words  crazy  dog  on 
the  side  of  a  mongrel  stray,  that  sets  in  motion 
the  forces  of  his  own  destruction  and  simulta¬ 
neously  gives  the  work  a  daring,  unpre¬ 
dictable  second  narrative  focus. 

Agnon  tells  the  story  in  a  wildly  shifting 
kaleidoscope  of  plotlines,  syntaxes,  tenses, 
and  voices,  with  scathing  satirical  barbs  that 
spare  almost  no  one,  including  the  author 
himself,  leaping  from  third  person  to  first-per¬ 
son  plural  to  include  his  entire  generation  in 
Isaac’s  failings  and  foibles. 

Harshav’s  special  achievement:  she  con¬ 
veys  brilliantly  all  of  Agnon’s  impetuous  leaps, 
poetic  digressions,  and  wry  satire  (an  achieve¬ 
ment  all  the  more  admirable  because  she 
matches  it  in  her  translation  of  Amos  Oz’s 
essays  on  Agnon,  p.  362).  This  is  one  of  the 
finest  novels  of  this  century.
